To subject one’s sentiments to the caprice of any one individual, 
however excellent his character—however accarate his jJadgement—how- 
ever pare his motives—however impartial his decisions—must always be 
an unwelcome task, for the same reason as that which:makes us revolt 
at Despotism, however upright the actions of the Despot may be, since 
he who is bound to assign no reason for his decisions, or to show whe- 
ther they are just or unjust, can have no common sympathies with those 
over whom he exercises this sight, and must always be regarded as a 
Tyrant, while those who are subject to bis power must feel themselves 
his slaves. 


Any known and limited restrictions are preferable to such an un- 
koown and unlimited privilege as this ; and if the present illustrious 
Raler of India had even imposed laws of mach greater severity on the 
Press than before existed, the very circumstance of those laws being 
fixed and known, would alone make them an acceptable substitate for 
a Censorship which depended on the mere will of lim who exerciacd it. 


Bat when we see that such Censorship is not only abolished, but 
that the Regalations by which it has been superceded contain little more 
than the good sense and common feeling of all public Writera would 
saggest, an to the avoiding particular topics there eaumerated,—we 
cannot sofficiently admire the liberality that interprets these according 
to the spirit rather than the letter, and that admits of ALL discussions, 
which may have a beneficial tendency, whether they regard the Civil Po- 
Kicy, the Military Organization, or the Marine Equipments, of the Go- 
Vernmentin its respective departmenis.

Extract of a letter from Bangalore.—A very curious exhibition in 
High Life below Siaira, was « itnessed the other evening bere; an officer 
of high rank, early in the moruing, wentfrom’ home. not intending to 
return till the following day, and left werd to that effect with his sere 
vants: ad interim, his lady went to ber father’s; unexpectediy the gen= 
tleman returned the same evening, about 10 o’elock, and called for his 
lady before he proveeded to his house: when.in sight of it, to their 
alter astonishment, they saw it illaminated from top to bottom; the sun 
was never half ae splendid: on alighting. whith they did without being 
observed, they proceeded straight to the withdrawing room; and it 
will be a difficult matter to conceive the consternation of the servantea 
and surprize of the master; some were squatting on their black bams, 
upon the best mabegany tables, playing at Putcheese; one was dressed 
in a suit of the officer’s uniform ; another with his cocked hat over @ 
native dress; aad others, not finding the carpet soft enough, had brooznt 
from the bed chamber the officer's bed, on which they were rolliog aod 
tumblhiog, like porpoises on a breezy day ;—to end the entertainment 
the gentlemen served out to them ali a bason of soup bat which proved 
so hot, that some jumped out of the windows others down stairs, at the 
imminent hazard of their lives :—théy had issued regular invitations to 
the servants of other gentlemen. and thus, 1 appretiend, have given us 
the first specimen of Indian“ High Life below Stairs”—it might be got 
up as a Farce at ap ladiaa Threatre, and J daie say would take.— 


Bangalore.—Thecoin of this country is. indeed base enough, yet; 
notwithstanding, ten thousand brass counterfeits were found concealed 
in a camel’s saddie, all ready for issuing, only a short time since. 





Dinepore, Noo. 10.—The weather continaes remarkable fine, and the 
station very healthy; a small number of Europeans (comparatively 
speaking) are in the hospital, and the Cholera Morbus scems entirely ta 
have left us. The river no longer presenta the fine majestic appearance 
it did some weeks ago ; it is declining rapidly, and large islands of sand 
present themselves in places where a short time since, flects of boats 
swept past in three fathoms water. The average prices of the Bazars 
are very moderate, nor is there the slightest symptom of scarcity in ang 
particular article, iadeed, the ryots speak in the most favourable terms, of 
the vegetation of the suryoundiag couutry.

Arab Pirates, 


The Bombay Papers, as will be seen by the previous Extracts, 
furnish liwle information op the subject of the Expedition to the 
Persian Galf, though that was, at the date specified, the topic of promi- 
nent interest at the Presidency. Private Letters, however, inform us 
of what could hardly be expected to fini its way into a Bombay 
Paper, namely, that the most ill-judzed economy seems to have beeu 
observed in the equipment of tee Expedition, and that in addition to the 
delays and necessary separation of one part of the flect from the other in 
consequence of this indecision, serious evils are likely to be still appre- 
hended from the manner ia which the ships have been dispatched. 


One of our Correspondents from this Isiaad, whose better is dated 
November Ist, and who writes while the saiating guns were firing on 
the embarkation of Sir Evan Nepean for England, and the Council just 
broken up from swearing in the Honorable Mount Stuart Elphinstone 
as Governor, says, “ The Expedition, which has been badly managed 
from ite commeucement, was to have sailed for the Persian Gulph 
to-day. ° Tue Troops are already embarked, at least as many as tho 
ships could take; the remainder are now cruizing about in the har- 
bour, in despair almost of being able to join their comrades ia arms 
at all, every ship being so crowded, that none can take themin. This 
was anticipated from the commeacement, economy having been the 
order of the day. The original oumber of Troops intended to be sent on 
this Expedition have becu alréady reduced 1,000 in number, in conse- 
queace of a sufficient tonnage not having been provided for them, tho’ 
this was easily procurable, and tho’ they have been taking up ship 
after ship and crowding these beyond all bounds, there is gtill a lament- 
table deficiency, Seveu of the Captains, have, [ hear, protested agains 
the unprecedented manner in which the Troops have been literally 
crammed into their vessels, and a Survey is now afloat, se that the ul- 
timate departure of the Expedition is still uncertain.” 


Thas far our Correspondent’s information, The Bombay Papers 


‘also mention that the shivs bad been found to be crowded, and that 


other veasels were atill taking up. The first Division of the Ex- 

edition had sailed, however, in this crowded state; and the second, 
if better provided for, would be delayed considerably, and thus occa- 
sion more evil by their wide separation from the principal Force, 
than almost any subsequent advantages could counterbalance ; ren- 
dering their meeting highly uncertain, and giving the enemy, by such 
delay, ample time to prepare, if they meant to act on the defensive, 
or abundant leiaure to retire into the Desarts behind Ras-ul-Kbyma 
with all their families and ¥.. where our troops could not pos- 
sibly pursue them, evenif they arrived io full health and vigour before 
the deserted Port and Town, which, considering the manner in which 
they have been packed into the vesecls, is highly problematical. 


By this ill-timed Economy, the whale abject of the Expedition may 
thus be éptisely defeated, and after performing a service similar to the 
Squadron of Admiial Hosier against Porto Beilo, eclebratpd by the

As 
I have some knowledge of the subject, [ beg to offer vou afew romarks 
ou the arrangement in question, the truth of which I have no doubt your 
own experieace will enable you to confirm, 


It ia rather an ungrateful, but 1 conceive it may be a usefal task, to 
notice a sad deviation from the usual mode of allotting Troops to differ= 
ent Ships. in preportion to their respective tonnage (according to the 
common manner of ealculating this) which in the present instance cam 
only have originated ia false notions of economy, that have, on more cases 
than one, proved fatal to the most important undertakings, 

The method. of caleatating the proportion of Troops fora Ship ac- 
cording to her measured tonnage is this: Half the number of measared 
tonnage gives the number of men and baggage,—and | Officer; has the 
space of S men. , 

As many of your readers will perhaps be too imiglent to apply tho 
calculation I have mentioned to particular Ships, notwithstanding ica 
simplicity, L shalt apply it myself to the allotment of Troops in the Han- 
nah, and beg you will republish the Statement, that all those who tect 
inclined, may prove the propriety of the allotments in all os aby of ihe 
other Ships by the same rule.

, Tobserve in your Journal of the 20th of Nov. a very long Letter 
from a Bengal Cavalry Officer, in my humble opinion very litile tothe 
purpose, except to induce an increase of the Regular Cavalry Regi- 
ments, and areduction of the Irregular Cavalry, @ body of the most 
usefal Troops we have,—I do not allude to any but Skinner’s Horse 
and the Rohillahs, i 

In the first place, Sir, this Officcr must have been aware, when be 

commenced his Letter, that the time he bas alladed to (Perroa’s) and the 
present is as different as light from darkness, and such are.the above 
Irregular Corps for the better since that period. He has also omitted to 
give Major Fleary the praiso he so justly deserved for his gallant con- 
duct; thoagh an enemy, he could not have forgotten the repeated and 
gallant charges made by that Officer on our Troops at Shekoabad, which 
obliged Colonel Daniel Cunningham to give himeelf and five Corps of 
Sepoys with Guns, I believe, up as prisoners ; and had it pot been for 
Major Fleury’s exertions, most if not all the European Officers would 
have been put to death. Major Fleury, Sir, was tn earnest, and Porroa 
was not; on the contrary, Perron appeared wavering, perhaps had made 
up bis mind ngt to fight, which circumstances subscqueatly strongly 
corroborated, as he very soon applied to Lord Lake fora safe cuard to 
Lucknow, and took himsc!f off with his treasure, leaving his Officers in 
& most embarrassed state, and compromising Colonel Pedron, Com- 
mandant of Allyghur, (which obliged us to storm that Fort) who, had 
be knowu of Monsieur Perron’s measares, would most likely have givem 
up the Fort, requesting permission like others to come over on the Pén- 
sion, which several Mabratia Officers received, instead of beiug snspect- 
ed of acting a double part, which Perron’s correspondence with him 
gave some colour to, as it was if a different complexion to those mea- 
sares which he, Perron, ultimately acted apon: Colonel Podron was sa- 
ctificed, and no notice was afterwards taken of the matter. 


Since this period and that of Colonel Monson’s Retreat, things are 
very much altered and the Irregular Cavalry as different as it is possi- 
ble to be for the betier. Skinner's Horse bas become, for utility, appear- 
anee, discipline, and respectial as well as good conduct, suob a Cope as 
bas never been seen in ladia.

Sach do [I conceive the 
veefuluess of the Irregular Cavalry abovementioned, that 1 should be 
giod to sce one Or two Rassallahs attadhéd to every Battalion of Native 
Infantry, Thoy are ever.seady, and are fit almost for any service, oo 
petting or keeping up, I only #péak Of thosé Trrezhlar Corps, who have 
heen long enough in our service to know wimt regular pay is, abd who 
have got into our ways and utderstand ovr character. The last cam- 
paign they had a very fair shace of daty and did their part well. 

Our Regular Cavalry, Sir, are a very fine Corps, but I fear, there 
have been s0 many “teeth drawn” that there is little chance of their 
having a charge fot some years to come, unless Ranjeet should afford 
them the opporturity. 

Out Irregutar Cavalry takes every daty, (in fact they are the fage 
of the Cavalry) as well as those daties termed honorary.

Pare. 2. By our Military Letter of the tith December, 1773, to 
Bengal, Officers are restricted from drawihe Pay un‘il they shall arrive 
at the Presidency, to which they stan’ appointed. As cases may oocur 
in which Officers retayhing to their duty may more readily reach their 
Regiments by proceeding by a “ifferent rovte than to the Presidency, 
to which they are attached, we direct that in fature Officers be entitled 
to draw Pay either on their arrival at the Presidency, or joining the Re- 


giment, to which they belong.
